other Mens Goods to Lofs——-1 {peak 
now to the Lizbtermen; What would 
you, Gentlemen, Sue the Mafters for ? 
are chey oblig’d to goto Sea ae all, or 
Are they Bound to fetch Coals Suve or 
Lofe? Uf you can thew an Authority 
for this, then indeed they Rebel againit 
the Law, aod you may Profecure—— 
But fir you muft find that Law, for 
where there sno Law there is no Tranf- 
grefion. The prefent Cafe is not 
Art, but meer Nature. The Nature 
of the Coal-Trade is like all other 
Trades ——The Gain makes the Trade, 
and then the Trade makes the Gain; If 
the Mafters were not Gall’d, if they 
were not pioch’d in Point of Gain, if 
they were nor reduced to a Condition 


of Slavery, being Bound to Carry ona 
Trade to their Ruin, oblig’d to play 
out a lofing Game, there needed no 
Art tomake them Sail ; the Nature of 
the Thing would doic; they would 
fetch Coal fa enough. Could they 
have continued to have Sail’d,and got 
any thing,they had never Stopp’d; but 
reducing them to a Condition of 
Trading to Lofs, your own Reafon 
might Didate to you, that they could 
not hold it While they could 
Gain they would Trade of Courfes 
when they ceafed to Gain, the Trade 
would ceafe of Courfe. 

Now will you go to Law with Men 
becaufe they will not Trade to their 
Loft, ths bas mo more fenfe in it, than 
if you fhould go to Law with Men 
becaufe they will not Live without 
Food ? Meo may be faid {not to be 
able to doin Trade, what they canaot 
do to their Profic Trade can no 
more be carried on without Gain, 
than Life can be Upheld without Food. 
A juft Profit isthe End of Trade, the 
true Defign of Commerce.When Profit 
Enis, the Bad of Commerce is taken 
away, and the Thing it felt becomes 
Ridiculvus. To Trade without a De- 
fign to get, is to rife up on purpofe to 
fall down. 


Now let but any one of thefe Mighty: 
TEN come and tell me (that is, prove is) 
that at the Price th-y had brougy¢ the 
Coals to, the Mifters cr Owners ot Ships 
could make «my Gain by the Navigation,
